Big Strike on Hog Creek—Conine Gray 


a Suicide—Many Broke. 


Seattle, June SO.—A special from 


Dawson says: "The first news since 
March, from the ra»t stretch of two 
thousand miles down the Yukon basin, 
from Eagle to St. Michael and Tanana. 
Koyuk and Rampart camps, and Kus- 
kokwin watershed came today on the 
steamer Rock Island from Andreaf- 
tki. The steamer has passengers from 
all camps mentioned, mostly from Tan- 
ana 
They report hundreds of miners 


at the mouth of the Tanana river with 
no money to pay fare up, but going 
do»n the Yukon. Four thousand peo- 
ple are in camp there. Indians from 
K'iskokwin. who arrived at Andreaf- 
ski, report the steamer Anna Wanda, 
belonging at Lynnspost, was lost when 


the ice went out 
Damage was also 


done to the post. A big strike has 
been made on Hoc creek, on the Koyu- 
kuk and fire to twenty dollars is he- 
Ing made daily to the man. The camp 
has 300 men, all well supplied.

The popularity of American flour !n 


;hina is attracting attention on both 
sides of globe. The British consul 
general at Canton, In a report gent 
'rom China to London and published 
n 'that city, states that the demand 
for' flour among emigrant* returned 
from the United States is so great 
hat the quantity of flour imported tn 
1902 exceeded that ot 1901 by 96,831,- 
£8 pounds, and was also some 78,400,- 
DOO pounds In excess ot the average 
for the past five years. 


These figures of increase to China 


consumption of flour are Justified by 
the figures of the treasury bureau of 
statistics 
showing exportation of 


flour to China and adjacent ports. In- 
deed, it is only when the shipments to 
the ports adjacent to China are con- 
sidered that the rapidity of increase in 
exports of flour to that part of the 
world is realized. To China alone, 
the exports 01 American flour have 
grown from 13,718 barerls in 1892 to 
99,ti24 barrels in 1902. This increase 
ot 85.906 barrels is small, however, 
compared with the increase in the 
shipments to Hongkong, from which 
point most of the flour there received 
is distributed to the various ports to 
China. The exports of American flour 
io Hongkong in 1892 were 437.690 bar- 
rels, and in 1902. 1,39S,S»:! barrels, an 
increase of 941,203 barrels. To Rus- 
sian China, the exports of American 
flour, which began in 1900. were Itj,:>ii7 
barrels, and ia 1902. 50,140 barrels 
To British China the flour exports 
were :i75 barrels. 
Grouping the three

Malays along the Tringam river is 
manifested by their boats, beautifully 
aahioned from Siamese teak, and with

boatmen also take pride in displaying 
their skill in all kinds of fancy pad- 
dling, which, while it has a pretty and 
graceful effect, serves also to ease 
their muscles by constantly changing 
motion. 


The bow psddier sets the stroke; 


first, one long sweep of the 
blade, 


quickly followed by three short ones; 
or later, three long strokes with a 
short one in between. There are hun- 
dreds of combinations of long 
and 


short strokes, eaoh of which has its 
well-known name in the vernacular: 
and a properly trained crew trill travel 
all day long without paddling in pre- 
cisely the virne manner for half an 
hour together. 


The paddlor sits cross-legged on the 


ha.-d deck of the boat, with nothiu;,- 
to support his back, and with nothinn 
ia the nature of a stretcher against 
which to gain a purchase for his feet. 
The crossplei" at the top of th" pad- 
rtie is gripped In one hand. The other 
hand grasps the shaft firmly an in-h 
or tw« abov<-> it- point of junction witn 
the blade.

dlei- is bent forward from the hips, 
the arms extended to their full length.
